The  captive,  long  habituated  to  the  weight  and 
torture  of  his  chains,  cannot,  on  '.he  first  re¬ 
covery  of  his  liberty,  walk  with  the  ease  and 
firmness  of  the  freeman.

This  was 
her  misfortune,  and  by  no  means  the  fault  of 
her  deliverers,  and  could  with  no  more  justice 
be  imputed  to  them  as  a  crime,  than  the  in¬ 
distinct  vision  of  the  blind  man  of  Bethsaida 
could  be  charged  as  a  sign  of  unskilfulness 
and  imposture  on  the  wonder-working  So- 
viour ;  and  as  to  the  charge  of  novelty,  of 
bringing  in  a  new  faith,  of  setting  up  a  new 
Church,  it  convicts  our  opponents  of  either 
the  most  deplorable  ignorance,  or  the  most 
culpable  want  of  veracity ;  for  nothing  short 
of  the  blindest  credulity  can  any  longer  be^ 
lieve  the  oft-repeated  calumny,  and  nothing 
but  the  most  unblushing  indifference  to  the 
truth  could  any  further  persist  in  so  distorting 
facts  as  to  represent  the  work  of  the  Refor¬ 
mation  as  the  invention  of  anew  system  of  re¬ 
ligion.  And  yet  such  is  the  case — Romanists 
to  this  day  reiterate  the  libellous  calumny, 
and  weak  and  ignorant  men  are  ready,  as 
formerly,  to  believe  and  circulate  it,  and  with¬ 
out  taking  the  slightest  trouble  to  inquire 
whether  these  things  are  so  or  not,  are  easily 
led  to  ’surrender  their  religious  faith,  and  liber¬ 
ty  of  conscience,  to  the  fascinating  delusions 
of  a  pompous  ritual,  and  the  flattering  sanc¬ 
tions  of  an  unspiritual,  carnal,  and  enslaving 
creed.  Oh  !  that  Protestants  would  but  ex¬ 
amine  for  themselves  the  grounds  of  their  be¬ 
lief  as  members  of  the  Reformed  Church ! 
Oh  !  that  they  would  but  employ  that  reason 
and  liberty  with  which  God  has  ble.««ed  them, 
in  proving  and  holding  fast  the  profession  of 
their  faith  without  w'avering  !  Then  would 
they  learn  to  distinguish  between  the  false 
doctrines  of  Romanism,  and  the  Church  of 
Rome  herself — then  would  they  understand 
that  however  ancient  that  Church  may  be, 
her  errors  are  comparatively  modern — that 
she  has  departed  from  herself  in  those  very 
essentials  wherein  the  Church  of  England 
differs  from  her — that  she  at  this  day  no  more 
resembles  the  Church  of  Rome  of  the  first 
four  centuries,  than  the  Church  of  England 
resembles  her  in  the  nineteenth  century  ;  for 
it  w’ould  be  evident  that  her  boasted  suprema¬ 
cy  was  but  a  fiction — that  there  was  no  such 
title  as  “  universal  bishop,”  till  the  time  of 
Boniface,  600  years  after  Christ — that  the  doc¬ 
trine  of  trans-substantiation  had  no  existence 
till  the  Lateran  Council,  a.  d.  1215 — that  the 
cup  was  not  denied  to  the  people  in  the  sacra¬ 
ment  of  the  Lord’s  Supper  till  the  Council  of 
Constance,  a.  d.  1414 — that  the  doctrine  of 
purgatory,  and  many  other  similar  novelties 
in  their  religion,  had  no  admission  as  articles 
of  belief  till  the  Council  of  Trent,  a.  i>.  1545, 
which,  together  with  the  creed  of  Pope  Pius 
IV.,  are  in  fact  the  real  sources  of  that  religion, 
“  whose  fooleries,”  says  Bishop  Hall,  “  the 
very  boys  may  shout  and  laugh  at.” 

Now  all  these,  and  numberless  other  points, 
are  questions  of  history,  and  are  to  be  decid¬ 
ed,  not  by  empty  assertion,  not  by  unmeaning 
declamation,  not  by  uncertain  tradition,  w-hich 
“  like  a  common  sewer  brings  down,  for  the 
most  part,  the  trash  and  rubbish  of  former 
limes,  very  often  letting  the  most  weighty 
things  sink  and  perish  in  the  passage,”  but 
by  an  appeal  to  the  accredited  testimony  of 
ancient  records.  These  are  fortunately  in  our 
hands,  are  beyond  the  reach  of  contradiction 
or  suspicion,  and  as  such  are  the  title-deeds  of 
our  ecclesiastical  inheritance.  Of  this  our 
opponents  are  fully  aware,  and  therefore  most 
disingenuously  endeavor  to  draw  off  attention 
from  themselves,  by  retorting  upon  Protestant¬ 
ism  the  charge  of  novelty,  and  upon  the  Re¬ 
formed  Church  of  England  in  particular,  the 
stigma  of  a  “  religion  by  Act  of  Parliament.”

ESSENTIAL  AND  NON-ESSENTIALS. 

Although  it  is  not  difficult  to  ascertain 
from  the  Bible,  what  are  essential  and  what 
not  essential  to  our  Holy'  religion,  yet  the 
History  of  the  Christian  Church  abundantly 
shows  that  this  distinction  has  not  always 
been  made,  and  when  made,  has  been  too 
often  disregarded.  Some  there  are,  who  dis¬ 
pute  the  right  to  draw  any  distinction  between 
the  precepts  of  the  New  Testament.  They 
maintain  that  what  God  has  joined  together, 
man  has  no  right  to  put  asunder ;  and  that  it 
is  our  business  to  observe  all  the  precepts  of 
Christianity,  without  tracing  any  lino  between 
what  are  more  and  what  are  less  important. 
But  this  is  assuming  the  very  question  at  issue, 
whether  Christ  has  joined  together  the  moral 
and  positive  precepts  of  the  Gospel  in  such  a 
manner  that  one  cannot  exist  without  the 
other.  In  other  w'ords,  whether  faith  is  con¬ 
nected  with  baptism,  so  that  one  cannot  exist 
without  the  other.  And  to  eslablisli  such  a 
connection  would  require  more  than  one  or 
two  passages  in  which  the  two  are  mentioned 
together,  especially  when  faith  is  frequently- 
spoken  of  without  the  least  reference  to  bap¬ 
tism,  and  iu  no  case  is  baptism  mentioned 
without  faith. 

Although  it  might  be  better  to  observe  all 
the  commandments  of  God  without  distinction, 
yet  we  are  so  ponstituted  that  it  is  impossible 
to  avoid  noticing  the  diflference  between  those 
things,  the  reasons  for  which  are  p|^lpable 
and  those  which  are  otherwise.  But  however 
disposed  we  might  be  to  observe  all  the  com¬ 
mands  of  the  Gospel  without  diatinclion,  yet 
it  is  impossible  to  do  so  now,  that  such  dis¬ 
tinctions  have  been  made.  Had  the  com¬ 
mands  to  preach  the  Gospel  and  to  baptize 
been  both  regarded  and  neither  exalted  above 
the  other,  ihen  there  would  not  be  the  same 
necessity  for  examining  the  subject  now.  But 
is  it  not  a  fact,  that  the  sacraments  have  been 
exalted  above  preaching,  and  have  they  not 
only  been  observed,  (while  preaching  has 
been  entirely  neglected,)  and  even  been  mul¬ 
tiplied  nearly  fourfold  ?  Even  at  the  present 
day,  in  our  Protestant  Church,  there  seems 
to  be  a  disposition  to  exalt  the  sacraments 
above  preaching  the  word  of  God,  which  was 
ordained  to  be  the  instrument  for  the  conver¬ 
sion  of  men— faith  cometh  by  hearing,  and 
hearing  by  the  word  of  God. 


But  we  have  no  less  authority  than  the 
Bible  itself  for  making  this  distinction, 
fiamuel  uses  this  striking  language,  in  rebuk- 
ing  those  who  busied  themselves  in  the  per-  i 
formance  of  outward  acts  to  the  neglect  of  | 
more  important  duties  :  “  Hath  the  Lord  as 
great  delight  in  burnt  oflTerings  and  sacrifices 
as  in  obeying  the  voice  of  the  Lord  ;  behold 
to  obey  is  belter  than  sacrifice,  and  to  hearken 
thau  the  fat  of  rams.”  I  desire  mercy  and 
not  sacrifice,  and  knowledge  of  God  more 
than  burnt  offerings.  The  words  of  our 
Saviour  are,  if  ^y  thing  still  more  applica¬ 
ble.  Condemning  the  Scribes  and  Pharisees 
as  hypocrites,  who  payed  tithes  of  mint  and 
anise  and  cummin,  and  have  ommitted  the 
weightier  matters  of  the  law,  judgment,  mercy 
and  faith.  The  obligations  of  the  law  were 
imperative,  and  every  one  vi-as  required  to 
offer  the  sacrifices  which  it  prescribed,  and 
no  positive  precepts  could  be  more  binding 
than  the  laws  on  this  subject  were.  Y’^et  they 
were  underrated  in  comparison  with  these 
moral  duties,  which  spring  out  of  our  relation 
to  God,  and  to  our  fellow-men,  and  are  before 
any  positive  command.  The  Pharisees  too, 
were  not  blamed  for  paying  tithes  ;  these  the 
law  of  Moses  required  them  to  pay,  these 
they  ought  not  to  have  left  undone  ;  but 
when  they  were  exalted  above  faith  and 
mercy,  which  he  terms  the  weightier  matters 
of  the  law,  then  they  deserved  this  sharp  re¬ 
buke. 

Applying  this  principle  which  was  thus 
used  by  our  Saviour  himself,  lo  the  precepts 
in  the  New'  Testament,  let  us  inquire  what 
are  essential  and  what  is  not  essential  lo 
Christianity.  By  essentials  I  mean  those  in¬ 
stitutions  of  our  religion,  without  which  it 
cannot  exist,  and  although  there  are  many 
things  expedient  and  necessary  to  the  well- 
being  of  Christianity,  yet  nothing  can  be  con¬ 
sidered  absolutely  essential,  if  Christianity 
can  exist  at  all  without  it.  In  the  first  place, 
may  be  mentioned  the  doctrine  of  the  atone¬ 
ment,  which  is  the  great  doctrine  of  the  New 
Testament  embracing  as  it  does  the  doctrines 
of  the  Trinity  and  of  the  depravity  of 
man.  A  belief  in  this  doctrine  may  very 
safely  be  set  down  as  one  of  the  essentials  of 
the  Christian  faith,  as  upon  it  hangs  the 
whole  Gospel,  indeed  it  may  be  considered 
the  great  doctrine  of  the  Bible ;  and  correct 
views  on  this  subject  are  equivalent  lo  correct 
views  of  the  whole  Gospel  scheme.  The  in¬ 
culcation  of  this  doctrine  is  absolutely  neces¬ 
sary  to  the  correct  teachings  of  the  Gospel. 

But,  though  teaching  is  to  be  the  main  in¬ 
strument  in  the  conversion  of  souls,  and 
preaching  the  most  effectual  agent  for  spread¬ 
ing  the  Gospel,  yet  without  some  outward 
signs  and  symbols,  it  would  be  impossible  to 
keep  alive  the  religion  which  is  thus  estab¬ 
lished  by  means  of  the  word  of  God.  And 
although  all  outward  signs  are  nothing,  with¬ 
out  that  faith,  without  which  it  is  impossible 
to  please  God,  yet  it  has  pleased  him  to  or¬ 
dain  tw’O  sacraments,  one  to  admit  the  be¬ 
liever  into  the  fold,  and  the  other  to  refresh 
his  soul  with  that  spiritual  food  of  which  he 
is  permitted  to  partake  in  the  Lord’s  Supper; 
and  w'liile  I  would  not  for  a  moment  maintain 
that  either  one  of  these  w*as  essential  to  salva¬ 
tion,  as  the  Bible  gives  us  no  warrant  for 
supposing,  and  while  I  freely  allow  that  a 
man  is  justified  by  faith,  and  faith  only,  and 
that  this  faith  is  effectual,  without  any  sacra¬ 
ment,  lo  the  salvation  of  the  individual,  yet 
1  believe  that  these  sacraments  are  essential  to 
the  existence  of  the  Church  as  an  organized 
hotly  ;  and  although  individuals  may  saved 
without  them,  as  doubtless  many  were  before 
they  were  instituted,  yet  they  may  safely  be 
set  down  among  the  essentials  of  Christianity. 

But  then  comes  up  the  question,  what  con¬ 
stitutes  the  validity  of  these  ;  and  this  is  more 
difficult  to  settle.  Perhaps  it  would  be  well 
to  recur  to  the  design  of  the  Gospel,  and  the 
means  by  which  it  was  intended  to  be  spread. 
“  God  so  loved  the  world,  that  he  gave  his 
only  begotten  Son,  that  whosoever  belie velh 
in  him,  shall  not  perish,  but  have  everlasting 
life.”  Its  main  design,  is  the  conversion  of 
sinners,  and  this  was  to  be  efiected  by 
preaching  the  truth.  The  Apostles  were  com¬ 
missioned  lo  go  into  all  the  world,  and  preach 
the  Gospel  to  every  creature.  St.  Paul  says, 
“  Christ  sent  me  not  to  baptize,  but  to  preach 
the  Gospel,”  which  makes  the  latter  certainly 
as  important  as  the  former.  The  question 
then  is,  have  any  a  right  to  preach,  or  to  bap¬ 
tize  except  the  Apostles  and  their  successors, 
and  as  the  Bible  does  not  determine  it  in  the 
negative,  we  cannot  assert  positively  on  its 
authority,  that  none  others  than  those  men¬ 
tioned  have  this  right,  then  we  must  draw 
these  inferences  ourselves,  and  have  power  to 
do  so  as  individuals.  Admitting,  then,  that 
preaching  and  the  sacraments,  are  of  equal 
importance,  it  will  follow  necessarily,  that 
the  validity  of  both  would  depend  equally 
upon  the  person  performing  either  the  one 
or  the  other.  Now,  if  it  be  necessary  to  the 
validity  of  the  sacraments  that  they  be  admin¬ 
istered  only  by  a  successor  of  the  apostles,  or 
by  one  deriving  his  authority  from  such  a 
successor,  why  is  not  it  equally  essential  to 
the  effect  of  preaching,  that  it  be  likewise  done 
by  a  minister  deriving  his  power  by  direct  j 
succession  from  the  apostles.  But  we  hear 
nothing  of  invalid  preaching,  because  the  ef¬ 
fects  of  it  are  generally  apparent,  and  the  emi¬ 
nent  success  ©f  much  of  that  which  has  been 
done  by  men  not  episcopally  ordained  is  suf¬ 
ficient  to  disprove  any  such  assertion.  But 
the  effects  of  the  sacraments,  being  not  so  ap¬ 
preciable  to  the  senses,  ample  room  is  afford¬ 
ed  for  speculation,  and  the  opinions  of  men 
have  varied  from  the  opus  operatum  to  that 
view  which  would  consider  them  as  entirely 
useless.  But  on  any  other  supposition  than 
that  of  sacramental  grace  being  imparted,  how 
can  we  tie  these  ordinances  to  the  hands  of 
any  man,  or  set  of  men,  and  deny  all  their  ad¬ 
vantages  to  thase  who  partake  in  the  proper 
spirit  of  what  they  consider  the  emblems  of 
the  Saviour’s  body  and  blood.  As  the  word 
w  effectual,  by  whomsoever  preached,  if  heard 
in  a  proper  spirit,  why  may  not  the  emblems 
of  the  atonement,  by  whomsoever  administer¬ 
ed  be  effectual,  if  partaken  of  in  faith. 

In  conclusion ;  Among  the  essentials  of

PROGRESS  IN  INDIA. 

The  following  statements  are  from  Rev.  Mr. 
Winslow,  one  01  our  oldest  missionaries  in  India. 
He  writes  from  Madras,  Dec.  13,  j 

“There  is  every  encouragement  to  continued  ■ 
exertion  in  the  effort  to  introduce  a  cliristian  lite-  j 
rature  here.  Its  need  is  more  and  more  apparent,  | 
lor  every  year’s  experience  of  every  missionary 
throws  new  light  on  the  abominations  which  are  j 
tbstered  by  the  present  course  of  native  reading.  | 
Their  books  both  corrupt  the  imagination  and  per-  j 
vert  the  understanding.  The  influence  even  upon  ! 
the  intellect  is  bad,  that  upon  the  morals,  through 
the  affections,  is  still  w’or.se.  They  have  no  so¬ 
ber  and  veritable  history,  no  didactic  works  ex¬ 
cept  in  verse,  unintelligible  to  nio.st,  and  mingled 
with  evil  maxims  even  where  the  main  design  is 
good  ;  and  no  poetry  but  of  the  most  extravagant 
cast,  and  devoted  principally  to  the  wars  and 
amours  of  their  heroes  and  their  gods.  I  have 
lately  been  reading  the  AfoAabhorof,  which  is  call¬ 
ed  the  fifth  Veda,  in  Tamil,  and  have  been  much 
struck  with  the  absolute  childishness  as  well  as 
extravagance  and  immorality  of  their  legends. — 
Almost  every  tale  introduces  some  love  scene  of  a 
very  corrupting  tendency,  especially  with  tlie 
young.  Now  in  such  a  state  of  things,  tbe  very

Bible  Moveme.nt. — Tlie  moot  extraordinary 
action  in  the  great  work  of  diffusing  the  Sacred 
Scriptures,  is  that  recorded  in  the  tidlowing  o.x- 
tract,  from  the  last  monthly  report  of  the  British 
and  Foreign  Bible  Society.  The  facts  are  of  so 
singular  a  character,  Uiatone  is  at  a  loss  to  assign 
a  probable  cause.  We  cannot  but  hope  for  much  | 
gc^  from  the  diffusion  of  truth  and  the  principles 
of  the  Gospel  ainortg  a  people,  more  degraded,  if  I 
we  are  to  credit  the  accounts  of  travellers  and 
the  statistics  of  England,  than  any  other  in 
Europe,  and  to  which  no  p-irt  of  our  country  cun 
furnish  a  parallel. 

The  most  surprising  feature  in  this  affair,  is 
the  continuance  of  the  demand  after  the  extraor¬ 
dinary  supplies  in  1844.  Such  efforts  too  often 
produce  an  appearance  of  a  surfeit  from  the  sus¬ 
pension  of  the  effort,  rather  than  from  the  satiety 
of  the  needy.  A  determination  for  each  indi¬ 
vidual  to  have  a  copy  for  himself,  would  perhaps 
cause  a  similiar  action  in  any  other  community 
proportioned  to  the  density  of  population. 

The  Pennsylvania  Bible  Society,  founded  by 
Bishop  White  and  his  cotemporaries,  immeiliately 
after  his  return  from  England,  preceded  lliat  ol 
Manchester  a  few  years.  It  ha.s  been  steadily 
giving  out  the  Sacred  Scriptures,  and  began  a 
special  effort  five  years  ago.  expecting  that  10,ft0ft 
copies  would  be' wanted.  More  than  70,000 
copies  have  been  sent  from  their  depository  in 
Philadelphia  during  that  period,  and  yet  the  de¬ 
mand  is  increasing. 

When  all  men  and  women,  boy.?  and  girls, 
have  read  the  sacred  pages  of  Revelation,  and 
imbibed  its  spirit,  we  may  indulge  well  founded 
hopes  for  national  prosperity  and  the  happiness  of 
mankind. 

The  Manchester  and  Salford  Auxiliary  was  one 
of  the  earliest  of  our  affiliated  Institutions,  having 
been  instituted  in  the  year  1810.  The  population 
of  that  period  did  not  much  exceed  100,000  :  it  is 
now  estimated  at  more  than  300,000,  and  is  rapid-

We 
cannot  close  without  offering  onr  humble  tribute 
of  respect  to  the  memory  of  one  so  eminent  for 
her  philanthropy  and  benevolence  as  Mrs.  Eliz.-i-  ■ 
belli  Fry.  By  her  death  society  has  lost  one  of  | 
its  greatest  ornaments — the  poor  and  destitute  : 
one  who  could  sympathize  with  their  condition 
and  alleviate  their  wants.  She  sought  out  the 
aUxles  of  vice  anil  poverty,  in  order  that  she  might 
instil  principles  of  virtue  on  the  one  hand,  and 
supply  the  cravings  of  hunger  and  destitution  on  j 
the  other.  In  her,  the  sons  and  daughters  of  mis-  j 
fortune,  crime,  and  suffering,  found  a  friend  whom 
they  could  procure  without  money  and  without 
price.  Hurely  a  long  life  wholly  devoted  to  hu-  ■ 
mane  and  benevolent  actions,  and  promoting  the 
happiness  of  her  fellow  creatures,  will  entitle  j 
Mrs.  Fry  to  be  ranked  as  one  of  the  greatest  phi- 1 
lantliropists  (of  her  own  sex)  which  this  country  I 
ever  produced.

rupees  to  successful  competitors  in  specified  studies. 
This  is  but  the  beginning,  but  its  tendency  is  to 
stimulate  the  incipient  desire  for  education,  which 
is  awakened  among  the  natives.  Proposals  have 
also  been  made  for  a  Collegiate  Institution  at  Ma¬ 
dras,  towards  which  Mr.  Arbuthnot,  at  the  head  of 
the  firm  of  Messrs.  Arbuthnot  &  Co.,  has  offered  50,- 
000  rupees  if  the  same  sum  can  be  raised  by  other 
subscriptions.  The  prospect  now  is  that  it  will  be 
done.  Even  the  Madras  University,  in  which  are 
about  200  lads  receiving  a  good  education,  except 
that  the  Bible  and  Christian  instruction  are  exclud¬ 
ed,  is  beginning  to  put  on  a  better  aspect  and  is  in  a 
more  promising  position  than  it  was,  for  many  con¬ 
nected  with  it  are  wishing  to  see  the  Bible  intro- 
duceil.  All  these  tilings,  as  well  as  the  efforts  of 
the  Hindus,  by  printing  small  books  and  tracts 
and  newspapers  in  favour  of  their  own  supersti¬ 
tions,  to  give  unwholesome  food  to  the  increasing 
appetite  of  the  native  mind,  should  excite  to  groat  i 
efforts  in  furnishing  for  it  the  most  wholesome  [ 
nourishment.  It  will  be  taken  if  properly*  pre¬ 
pared,  as  once  it  would  not.  We  shall  see  the 
effect  produced  by  Tracts  and  books  adapted  to  the 
real  state  of  the  people,  and  judiciously  dis¬ 
tributed  to  personal  applicants.
